The City of St. Louis received 
$2,101,397 more revenué in the 
seven months ending Nov. 10 than 
in the same period of 1946, and 
expended $1,317,099 more in the 
same comparative period. Increase 
in receipts thus exceeded the in- 
crease in expenditures by $784,298. 

The figures ‘appear in Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte’s monthly re- 
port to the Board of Aldermen, 
which was submitted today to the 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. 

The figures on increased re- 
ceipts, however, include the item 
of $288,149 collections of the earn- 
ings tax, which the State Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional. 
This money must be refunded to 
the individuals and firms that 
paid it. Deducting this from the 
previous figures, the increase in 
ogee for the seven-month peri- 

is $1,813,248, and the excess

$496,149. 

Principal items of increase in 
the seven-month period, over the 
same period of 1946, were manu- 
facturers’ taxes, increased by 
$198,118, and merchants’ taxes, in- 
creased by $184,947.

The item of pay- 
ments by the state shows an in- 
crease of $158,156. The biggest

Nervous; Philip’s, Quiet 


and Firm. 


Into the homes of many St. 
Louisans before dawn this morn- 
ing came the thin, rather nervous 
voice of Princess Elizabeth re- 
peating the marriage vows as she 
became the bride of Lt. Philip 
Mountbatten, Duke of Edinburgh, 
in historic Westminster Abbey. 

Starting at 5 a.m. St. Louis time, 
the broadcast brought to listeners 
all over the world the cheers of 
the British people, the pomp and 
ceremony of the processions to and 
from the Abbey and every detail 
of the ceremony itself. 

Listeners heard the Archbishop 
of Canterbury ask the bridegroom: 
“Philip, wilt thou have this woman 
as thy wife? Wilt thou honor her, 


comfort her, forsaking all others?” 


In a quiet, firm voice, Philip re- 
plied: “I will.” | 

The Archbishop continued: 
“Elizabeth Alexandra Mary, wilt 
thou have this man... and wilt 
thou obey him?” 

J will,” she answered, sounding 
nervous and frightened. 

The bridegroom then repeated 
the vow after the Archbishop in a 
firm, unhurried manner, But when 
she repeated her vow, the Princess 
sounded nervous again. 

Coughing of Spectators Heard. 

Spectators could be heard cough- 
ing, and there was the sound of 
telegraph keys clicking when the 
Archbishop announced: “Philip 
and Elizabeth have pledged their 
troth. I pronounce that they be 
main and wife together.” 

Meanwhile, in the crowded 
streets around the Abbey, radio 
reporters said men and women 
who fainted, after standing for 
hours, were being carried to first- 
aid stations at the rate of one 
every 30 seconds.

LEON BLUM TAKES UP TASK 
OF FORMING FRENCH CABINET 


Socialist Leader Agrees to Succeed Ramadier 
as Premier in Face of New Strikes, 
Demonstrations. 


PARIS, Nov. 20 (UP)—Leon 
Blum, 75-year-old Socialist leader, 
agreed tonight to attempt forma- 
tion of a new middle-of-the- road 


Government to guide France 
through a mounting political and 
economic crisis marked by spread- 
ing-strikes, violence and blood- 
shed. 

Blum accepted the charge to 
form a new Government from 
President Vincent Auriol. He will 
appear before the French Na- 
tional Assembly tomorrow after- 
noon. 

The aging Socialist leader will 
succeed Paul Ramadier, who re- 
signed the premiership last night. 
It was the fourth time that Blum 
had taken into his hands the fate 
of a crisig-torn France. 

As Premier, Blum was expected 
to steer—if possible—a middle 
course between the Communists 
and the rightist followers of Gen. 
‘Charles de Gaulle’s Rally of the 
French People. 

Military and police precautions 
were stepped up throughout 
France, President Auriol issued 
an appeal to the people to main- 
tain order and urged strikers to 
return to their jobs at once. 

Before Ramadier resigned last 
night under the pressure of Com- 
munist-provoked strikes, riot and 
agitation, Blum had let it be 
known he would accept the pre- 
miership. 

Troops Called Up. 

(The Associated Press reported 
that France recalled to the colors 
today part of the 1947 military 
class to bring the Army up to 
“normal strength.” It said the 
recall order, broadcast over the 
national radio chain, brought 
about 140,000 more troops into the

Blum was willing to risk it to 
prevent the crisis from keeping

He was invested by King George 
on the eve of the royal marriage 
in a ceremony at Buckingham Pal- 
ace in which he knelt before the 
King, who touched him lightly on 
the shoulder with a sword.

Princess Eliza- 
beth received the order a few days 
ago. 

By the King’s action Philip was 
raised at a single stroke to the 
height of rank achieved by Prince 
Albert, consort of Queen Victoria, 
only after 17 years of dispute and 
friction between the Queen and 
her ministers.

“His Majesty,” said a palace an- 
nouncement, “has been pleased to 
authorize the use of the prefix 
‘His Royal Highness.’ ” 

The last Duke of Edinburg was 
the son of Queen Victoria, Prince 
Alfred Ernest Albert, an admiral 
in the Royal Navy. He was elected 
King of Greece in 4862 but de- 
clined the throne, 

Philip’s new titles honor Scot- 
land and Wales, The title “Baron 
Greenwich” honors the Royal 
Navy in which Philip has served. 
It was in Greenwich Palace that 
Queen Elizabeth was born and 
there she watched the Navy which 
wrecked the Spanish Armada in 
1588 put to sea. 

It was understood that 
beth's namesake, the present 
Queen who comes from an an- 
cient Scottish family, suggested 
the title, Duke of Edinburgh. 

The title Earl of Merioneth hon- 
ors Wales, where the Princess is 
particularly popular, The title is 
an ancient ont in Wales. It is 
customary for a Duke to bear 
three titles, including an earldom 
which is used as a courtesy title 
by the Duke’s first born son. 

Can Sit in House of Lords. 


As Duke of Edinburgh Philip 
will be entitled to sit in the House 
of Lords.

There was no authoritative guid- 
ance but responsible court infor- 
mants said Philip may follow the 
Duke of Gloucester, which would 
place him a step ahead of the Duke 
of Windsor, who abdicated as 
King Edward VIII for the love of 
the American Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, now his Duchess. 

Britain’s dukes not of royal 
blood are styled “His Grace.” 

The Dukedom of Edinburgh, one 
of the kingdom’s highest ducal 
titles, was originally created in 
1764 for Prince William Henry, 
whose elder brother became King 


George III, monarch, at the time feat“ a 


of the American Revolution. 

Two other men have held the 
dukedom since then. Prince Wil- 
liam. Henry’s son, William Fred- 
erick, succeeded him in 1805. He 
died without issue in 1834 and the 
dukedom remained dormant 34 
years. In 1865 Queen Victoria, 
great great-grandmother of Philip 
and Elizabeth, granted it to her 
second son, Prince Alfred. He 
died in 1900. There was no suc- 
cessor, since Alfred’s son had died 
the previous year,

It remained to be seen when a 
similar bill would be ready for 
House action.

However, at least one congres- 
sional committee was ready to 
tackle Truman’s related economic 
program in its entirety, Chair- 
man Wolcott (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, of the House Banking Com- 
mittee announced his group would 
meet Tuesday to consider the 
whole 10-point program, including 
the controversial price control and 
rationing items. 

Meanwhile, the Export-Import 
Bank granted a $500,000 loan to 
the Austrian federal government. 
The purpose is to cover Austria’s 
expenses of administering a $10,- 
000,000 credit on surplus property 
granted it by the War Assets Ad- 
ministration Nov. 6. The credit, 
bearing 3% per cent interest, is 
repayable in seven years.

Flanders is chairman of an eco- 
nomic subcommittee which sur- 
veyed the price situation in the 
East.

CLEVELAND, Nov. ,20 (AP)— 


Three railroad unions pushed de- 
mands for pay boosts and rule 
changes with strike ballots today 
as negotiations with leading rail- 
roads broke down. 

Issuance of the ballots—by the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen, 
and the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America—brought an an- 
nouncement from the carriers that 
bargaining had collapsed and the 
National Mediation Board would 
be asked to intervene. 

The management statement was 


issued by the Western Railways 
Association in Chicago, where ne- 


gotiations had been carried on by 
the carriers and five operating 
brotherhoods. Last week the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men and the Order of Railway 
Conductors agreed on a 15%-cent 
hourly increase and four changes 
in working rules. 

Alvanley Johnston, head of the 
engineers, pointed out that the ref- 
erendum would take about a 
month. Approval of strike action 
would result in the dispute then 
automatically going to the Media- 
tion Board, 

He said the three unions wanted 
to continue rule change discussion 
before taking up the 30 per cent 
wage demand. 

The carrier association, speak- 
ing for 182 Class One Railroads, 
said the unions “departed from 
the spirit of the railway labor act” 
in announcing the strike ballot 
while negotiations were on. 

A statement by the group said 
the brotherhoods had been offered 
15% cents—the same granted non- 
operating brotherhoods by an arbi- 
tration board last September—and 
“certain concessions” on their rule 
demands.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—Fur- 

ther evidence of lack of co-opera- 
tion between the Civil Aeronautics 
Board and its enforcement arm, 
ithe Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
| appears in the CAB report on the 
‘crash of a Pennsylvania Central 
| Airlinés plane near Martinsburg, 
| W. Va. „ in which 50 lives were last 
| when the plane flew into a moun- 
tain top June 13. 

The report, issued yesterday, 

lists as a contributing cause a 

i faulty flight plan of the pilot, ap- 
proved by a CAA traffic controller. 
Primary responsibility must rest 
with the dead pilot, the CAB held, 


on the ground that he should not 


have flown into a mountain top, 
whether. or not his plans had been 
approved by CAA. 


| CAB, however, implicitly sug- 
| gests that it was not entirely 

blameless. Its report tells of three 
| changes made or proposed in air 
| safety regulations promulgated by 

| CAB after the accident. Had any 
| one of them been made before the 
i accident, and had it been observed, 
| the plane would not have hit the 
mountain top. 


Sought to Avoid More Delay. 


The crash occurred as the air- 
Plane was en route from Pitts- 
burgh to Washington. There fas 
a rainstorm, and clouds partly ob- 
scured the Blue Ridge mountain 
tops. The plane was behind sched- 
ult, and the pilot knew that if 
he approached Washington on in- 
struments he would be further de- 
layed because incoming flights 
were “stacked up” over the air- 
port. 


So he asked to descend from 
7000 feet and come in under con- 
tact conditions, that is to fly low 
enough so that he could see the 
| ground, Permission was granted 
iby’ the CAA, and at 1425 feet he 
| hit the mountain top. 


| Approaching Washington, the 
|} pilot used a radio range desig- 
| nated as airway red 61. CAA re- 
[cently had approved use of this 
range by the airline, but neither 
[CAA nor the airline had published 
minimum altitudes for use of this 
airway, and the airline had not 
| authorized its pilots to use it. 
“Wisdom Debatable.” - 

“The wisdom of the CAA in ap- 
[proving a new airway for use 
[without even publishing a mini- 
| mum must be regarded as debat- 
Able.“ says the cautiously worded 
i CAB report. 

“The clearance (by CAA) author- 
ized the pilot, who was then on 
instruments, to descend below 3000 
feet to 2500 feet or below,” the 
report ran. The clearance, more- 
zover, in essence invited such a 
maneuver. For if the pilot was 
still on instruments at 3000 feet 
and chose not to descend to 2500 
feet or below, he had no. alterna- 
itive except to request airway traf- 
fic control for a new clearance. 
The clearance thus was faulty and 
should never have been given by 
the controller or accepted by the 
pilot.” 

Listing corrective actions taken | 


first that CAB has revised its reg- 
ulations regarding minimum cruis- 
ing altitudes when airplanes are 
on instruments. Specific altitudes 
have been set by CAA in some 
instances; in others, the minimum 
altitude is 2000 feet above moun- 
tainous terrain.

CAB has also adopted a regu- 
lation requiring installation by 
Feb. 15, 1948, of a type of radar 
all airline planes, to warn pilots 
when they approach mountains.

Since 1931. 


Edward A. O'Neal, national 


president of the American Farm 


Bureau Federation, today an- 
nounced his intention to retire 
from office, effective next week, 
at a meeting of the thirty-third 
annual convention of the Illinois 
Agricultural Association and Asso- 
ciated Companies at Kiel Audito- 
rium Opera House. 

O'Neal, unopposed as president 
since first elected in 1931, told the 
Post-Dispatch he is “getting too old 
for the job.”

T is difficult for free men even 

to imagine the dark night of

The man who will be called 
Hans Kunze is a 27-year-old for- 
mer American prisoner of war 
who lives in Hamburg. In the 
fall of 1946, he visited Berlin. 
M.V.D. agents immediately picked 
him up on the Friedrichstrasse 
corner of the Unter den Linden, 
took him to M. V. D. headquarters 
at Kupfergraben, and there 
charged him with espionage. 
Kunze is a puzzled little man, 
like the hero of the pre-war novel, 
“Little Man What Now.” He had 
no notion that the Soviets regard 
the mere accident of having been 
a prisoner of the Western Allies 
as a deeply suspicious fact, for 
which it is estimated that tens 
of thousands have been drrested. 
Bewildered and terrified, Kunze 
denied the charge. 

Russian Third-Degree, 

After three interrogations, the 
M.V.D. agents lost patience. Kunze 
was thrown on the floor of the 
interrogation chamber and beaten 
with truncheons and empty beer 
bottles, while a radio blared to 
drown his screams. He persisted 
in his denial of espionage and 
was interrogated in this fashion 
every night for 10 nights. 

Between interrogations. he was 
kept in a dungeon in a cellar of 
the M. V. D. headquarters. This 
place was unheated, windowless 
and without plumbing facilities.

The result, it said, is an explo- 
sive situation which could well 
end in war, either by deliberate 
choice of one side or the other, 
or by “sheer accident.”

“In spite of the dismal world 
situation, nothing that has hap- 
pened to date has shut the door on 
a peaceful solution,” it said, 

“What is required is a clear 
demonstration on the part of the 
Soviet Union that it accepts the 
third alternative, and a willing- 
ness on the part of all three of 
the major nations (the 
States, Russia and Britain) to re-

It so happens that the Tennessee Public Serv- 
ice Commission, which is learned and experi- 
enced in rate-making, takes a different view. 
This commission gave serious attention to divi‘ 
dend payments of the Southern Bell Telephone 


Co. in an opinion handed down 10 days ago re- 


fusing the request of that A. T. & T. subsidiary 
for a hike in rates. ) 

Like Southwestern Bell, Southern Bell for a 
number of years has paid a regular 9 per cent 
dividend on its common stock—all of it held by 
A. T. & T. In an opinion denying the applita- 
tion for a rate increase, Leon Jourolmon, senior 


member of the Tennessee commission, held that 


a 5 per cent dividend would be sufficien 
: ote : 


He justified this by pointing to a peculiar situ- 


‘ation in A. T. &T.’s own corporate family. In 
“the subsidiaries in which A. T. & T. owns all the 


stock, the dividend has ranged as high as 9 per 
cent. But in five other subsidiaries in which 
A. T. & T. has failed to obtain full stock owner- 
ship, and which are therefore free to pay as 
low a dividend as is consistent with maintain- 
ing its money market position, the return ranges 
from $4.22 to $6.25 per $100 share. 

What would a reduction in its dividend rate 
from a fat 9 per cent to an adequate 542 per 
cent mean to Southwestern Bell? A. T. & T. 
owns $260,000,000 in Southwestern Bell stock. 
A 9 per cent dividend on this stock takes away 
from Missouri and the Southwest $23,400,000 a 
year. But if the rate were reduced to 5% per 
cent, to match the average dividend rate of the 
companies whose stock is not wholly owned, the 
total would fall to $14,300,000. 

The saving to Southwestern Bell would be 


$9,100,000 a year, or more than nine-tenths of 


the $10,000,000 of additional revenue which 
Southwestern Bell says it needs to maintain 
service.

Southwestern Bell aims at a 6 or 7 per cent 
return on its claimed total investment in the 
states which it serves. This view has been sup- 
ported for years by the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission. 

But in the past two decades the Federal Gov- 
ernment has fostered monetary policies which 


have achieved a historic lowering of the interest 


rate. The great corporations now borrow money 


for a fraction of what they had to pay in the. 


'20s. A. T. & T. itself has given emphatic recog- 
nition to this trend by reducing the interest 
rate on temporary loans to Southwestern Bell 
and its other subsidiaries from 5 to 2% per 
cent. A. T. & T. can borrow all the short-term 


money it wants at around 1% per cent. But in- 


consistently, it has held the dividend rate on 
stock, which accounts for two thirds of South- 


western, Bell's claimed investment, to the old 


figure of 9 per bent. 5e. 

It is universally conceded that utility monop- 
olies, which are stable industries guarapteed an 
adequate return by public regulation, should be 
content with a lower rate of return than com- 
petitive enterprises facing greater risks. A good 
example of a feast-or-famine industry is steel. 
Yet United States Steel, the largest operator in 
the business, earned in highly prosperous 1946 
only 5% per cent on its total net investment.

And United States Steel’s net investment figure, 
for obvious reasons, is more’ conservatively 
stated than the investment claimed by South- 
western Bell for rate-making purposes in Mis- 
souri and the other states in which it operates. 

In a telephone rate case in 1935, Justice Stone 
remarked, “There is at least grave doubt 
whether a return of 4% per cent is so out of 
line with the current yield on invested capital 
as to be deemed confiscatory.” That was a dis- 
senting opinion, but the Supreme Court has 
since been reconstituted with members who 
would be much more inclined to agree with 
Mr. Stone. 


* . . 

We do not wish, however, to place sole stress 
on the matter of Southwestern Bell's dividend 
rate, There are other grounds ample, in our 
opinion, to deny the requested rate increase. 

Southwestern Bell pays to A.T.&T. an an- 
nual license contract, or management, fee of 
1% per cent of its gross operating revenues. 
That comes to nearly $2,600,000 a year. The 
Tennessee Public Service Commission slashed 
this fee in half, and a similar cut by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission would save 
Southwestern Bell $1,300,000 a year. 

This saving, coupled with the saving to be ob- 
tained by cutting the dividend rate to normal 
size, would yield well over the $10,000,000 of 
additional revenue Southwestern Bell wants to 
collect each year from its subscribers by a 


rate increase. 


_We suggest that Southwestern Bell can much 
better afford to pay A. T. & T. 1½ per cent of 
its gross revenue to take its hands off the sub- 
sidiary entirely and give it the right to manage 
itself. ‘ 

For it is only because A.T.&T. elects the 
subsidiary’s directors and officers that South- 
western Bell agrees to pay a 9 per cent divi- 
dend. It is only because of this fact that South- 
western Bell maintains exclusive purchasing ar- 
rangements for apparatus, on a strictly non- 
competitive basis, with A. T.&T.’s manufactur- 
ing subsidiary, the Western Electrie Co. 

How much this purchasing arrangement costs 
Southwestern Bell is a matter of conjecture, but 
it is a matter of record that the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission disallowed 10 per cent of the 
total payments of the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Co. for purchases from Western Electric for a 
period after 1930. The overcharge amounted to 


» a third of a million dollars a year in the one 


state until it was knocked out.

There are yet other matters which the Mis- 
sourl Public Service Commission should look 
into in re Southwestern Bell. For example, it 
should look hard at the depreciation account, as 
Commissioner Jourolmon of Tennessee did. 

And it should study the effect of technological 
developments in the teléphone industry in re- 
ducing costs. 
of copper wire has gone up. But the dial sys- 
tem has made every man his own telephone 
operator, and new inventions will permit sev- 
eral times as many conversations to be carried 
on ‘over one telephone wire as has been the 
case up to this time. This is true of the long- 
distance lines already. 

If the Missouri Public Service Commission 
will look carefully into these matters, we believe 
it will follow the course of the Tennessee Pub- 
lic Service Commission and disallow the rate 
increase. 

If it digs deep enough, it might blow open 
the whole matter of A. T. & T.’s relationship with 
its subsidiaries for national investigation.

Vandenberg Acts, Taft Balks 
With the benefit of intense advance study, the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee promptly 
approved $597,000,000 aid to France, Italy and 
Austria without a dissenting vote. Furthermore, 


it left off the hamstringing conditions which 


some members of Congress have threatened. 

The committee rejected the advice of political 
busybodies who would require the recipients to 
abandon their programs of nationalization. With 
minor .exceptions, it left the administrators 
free to spend the money according to their best 
judgment. At least three-fourths of the money 
must be spent in the United States, but it would 
be anyhow. The European governments must 


_ give their citizens full information on the sdurce 


of aid. They must let American inspectors over- 
see the distribution. These, however, are condi- 
tions which the President would almost surely 
prescribe in any event. 

It remains for others to complete the good 
work so promptly commenced by Senator Van- 
denberg's committee—for Congress to put it 
through, with the necessary appropriations. It 
remains, too, for Congress to deal with the com- 
panion problem of domestic inflation. Foreign 
relief is in the clear interest of the United 
States, but every dollar strengthens the odds on 
runaway inflation and a bust unless sufficient 
price-wage curbs are imposed. The curbs are 
already needed, when foreign aid is not yet in 
full flood. 

Senator, Taft is as wrong on the domestic side 
of the issue as Senator Vandenberg is right on 
the overseas side. It is up to the Republican 
majority to accept the good leadership and re- 
ject the bad.

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In the German Drouth’s Train 

While rain cannot do anything to produce 
crops that failed in the drouth in Europe this 
summer, rain still is an urgent need in Germany. 
Indeed, there are few places where rain failure 
bears on so many aspects of the economy as in 
the American zone of occupation. Crop Josses 
are only the first of the train of consequences. 

Lack of rainfall means less water in the rivers 
and lowered rivers mean reduction in transpor- 
tation. This year has seen the Rhine drop to its 
record low with a long stoppage of commercial 
shipping. Since waterborne commerce is all the 
more important because of the war's toll in rail- 
road terminals and equipment, Western Europe 
and Germany in particular have been deprived 
of a transportation route deubly needed, This 


in turn has interfered with industrial recovery 
because much coal is ordinarily shipped out of 
the Ruhr on Rhine barges. 

There is still another loss which comes from 
lack of rainfall. Germany impounds much water 
in electric power reservoirs. This is particularly 
true along the Danube in Bavaria. These reser- 
voirs are so low that electric power is greatly 
curtailed. For large portions of the day cities 
like Munich are without current. 

Crop losses, shipping losses, industrial losses, 
electric power losses—all these follow in the 
wake of long drouth in Germany. When the 
American occupation is lambasted for its short- 
comings, these heavy handicaps, over which the 
occupiers have not the slightest control, should 
be kept in mind, 
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An Escalator Wage 


Secretary Schwellenbach’s renewed plea for a 
75-cent minimum wage proposes to let industry 
committees reduce it to 65 cents in “special 
situations.” If this is a concession to enlist the 
traditional cheap-wage industries, it would let 
them partly undo the healthful social function 
of a wage floor. The idea of building in some 
flexibility, however, suggests a more promising 
degree of flexibility. Why not make the mini- 
mum wage fluctuate with the cost of living in- 
dex? 

The advantage of a fluctuating minimum is 
that Congress cannot legislate a single figure 
that will serve the purpose for years ahead. If 
Congress tries to average boom and bad times, it 
penalizes minimum-wage employes in times like 
the present. In times of falling employment, 
the same figure average may prove uneconomi- 
cally high. It may throw men out of work who 
could be kept on the job if the floor were not so 
high. Higher-paid workers expect certain dif- 
ferentials to be maintained between their com- 
pensation and the minimum, so a specific figure 
may also prevent needed wage adjustments 
further up the line. 

Rigidity of prices is the bane of our modern 
economy—and rigid wages, which are a particu- 
lar kind of prices, do their share of mischief. It 
is right for the Government, through the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Justice Department, 
to work against rigid-price systems for industrial 
commodities. Having full control over minimum 
pay, the Congress might, on the same score, 
improve the wage floor with up and down 
escalators.

One Night in England 


I thought of another night in a little 
English town. A few English girls crowded 
around and asked for autographs. Just 
then a few American sailors walked up. 
One grabbed one of the girls and pulled 
her away. He said: 

“You girls come away from those guys.” 

One answered: “Why, that’s Joe Louis. 
We want to get his autograph.” 


“T don’t give a damn if it is Joe Louis,” 
the sailor roared. “You are white girls. 
We don't want to see any white girls mak- 
ing fools of themselves over any nigger!” 


In some places over there, prejudiced 
officers would declare places or towns “off 
limits” for colored soldiers. In other places 
they would have special nights for white 
soldiers to go into a town and a certain 
night for colored soldiers, 

Things weren't bad all the time over 
seas. Most people treated us like human 
beings. In France, England and Italy we 
tried to act like gentlemen. But some 
places the troops ahead of us tried to turn 
the people against colored soldiers, 


Not Color, but Conduct 


It's the things you do that make people 
hate you or ke you, and our colored G.I.s 
did a lot of good deeds over there. They 
helped the poor and treated the kids nice. 
That made the people forget that race-hat- 
ing talk and know that it wasn’t true. 

Not all of my meetings with prejudice 
happened overseas. Some of the worst 
happened in our own country. 

On our boxing tour we went lots of 
places in the South. The Army officers in 
charge of the camps would say: We'aren’t 
segregating the boys. But sometimes they'd 
be on opposite sides of the ring. 

3 was arrested in Georgia just for using 


the telephone. We had been giving boxing 
exhibitions, At the railroad station, I had 
to make a phone call. There was no phone 
on the side marked “Colored,” so I walked 
to the “White” side. 

An MP told me I would have to stay on 
the “Colored” side, I said I just wanted to 
make a phone call, That didn’t satisfy him, 
so he arrested me. 

In a Southern camp, we had finished 
boxing. The captain said he'd call à car 


to drive us to the plane. We had to wait. : 


When the car drove up, a colored first 
sergeant was driving. 


The captain turned to the major and 
said: “No wonder the car is late. I didn’t 
know they were sending a nigger driver. 
They're always late. You can't depend on 
them. They’re never on time.” 


Were These Men Late? 


I often wondered if that captain had 
done a little reading on the war, If he 
had, he would have known that Dorie Mil- 
ler, the sailor who grabbed an anti-aircraft 
gun and became a hero at Pearl Harbor, 
wasn't late. That the Ninety-second and 
Ninety-third Divisions, in Italy and 
the Pacific, were on time. t when the 
big Fifteenth Air Force Bombers based in 
Italy made their bomb runs, they could de- 
pend on the Sand Fighter pilote for pro- 
tection. 


That Gen, Patton's colored armored units 
weren't late in the drive across Sicily and 
the march across France. That the many 
colored quartermaster truck companies 
who braved bombs, shells and enemy pa- 
trol pockets came th on time with 


rough 
supplies, ammunition and reinforcements. 


Young white boys from the South found 
themselves shoulder to shoulder with young 
colored fellows, fighting the same fight-for 
the one country we love. They came 
to know that the colored boys they had 
been taught to hate were human. And lots 
of soldiers just stopped hating their colored 
countrymen and learned to like them. 


Sports Can Help Win 


I believe that sports can help win this 
fight against Jim Crow. Colored athietes 
went to Texas for the XA. U. meets and 
competed inst white on the same field. 
Jackie Robinson played for the Brooklyn 
Dodgers on the same field with white play- 
ers from the South. Nothing happened. 
In fact, they cheered him. 

I think that the days of the ideas of Hit- 
ler, Talmadge, Bilbo and Rankin, the days 
of bucking one race against the other, are 
passing. I know it’s a hard fight. Jim 
Crow won't be easy to stop. But I think 
there are enough fair-thinking people in 
the fight, and enough ready to join. 


Prejudice is weakening. The good peo- 
ple are softening it up. We just have to 
punch faster and harder. That’s the only 
way we can make America a better place

Dangerous Guessing. 


The cases that come immedi- 
ately to mind are those of the 
11 State Department employes 
dismissed because they were 
lieved to be disloyal or because 
they were “bad security risks.” 
Even if Congress eventually puts 
the administration of the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program in a new 
agency, the State Department is 
certain to need able new recruits. 

Yet employes of the department 
are subject to dismissal without 
being given an opportunity to 
know the cause. Bert Andrews of 
the New York Herald Tribune 
performed an important service in 
presenting one of these cases in 
detail, protecting, of course, the 
identity of the individual involved. 


Stripped hy FBI. 

The documents in that case 
showed how tenuous were the 
grounds for the man's dismissal. 
He was shadowed for eight months 
by the FBI. Yet what they found, 
in so far as it was revealed by the 
questions asked of the individual, 
was vague and shadowy. Most of 
the questions dealt with associates 
whom he had seen at infrequent 
intervals. 


In June of 1945, five men and 
one woman were taken in a raid 
by J. Edgar Hoover’s FBI. Two 
of the men were State Depart- 
ment employes and one a naval 
officer whose loyalty had never 


hitherto been questioned. They 
were stripped and treated like 
common criminals. 

The charges against the three 
proved baseless. A grand jury sub- 
sequently cleared them for lack of 
evidence. The damage of pub- 
licity had, of course, seriously 
harmed them and there was no 
way in which they could be com- 
pensated for this damage. 

But at least they were cleared. 
The public could know that, after 
due legal process, they were found 
to be without guilt. 


“Slow and Cumbersome.” 


The recent loyalty dismissals 
were harsher and more cruel, par- 
ticularly since potential employers 
are told that the dismissed men 
were found to be “bad security 
risks.” The State Department per- 
mitted three of them to “resign 
without prejudice,” and now has 
granted the same permission to 
seven others because, through a 
technicality, their cases do not 
come under the jurisdiction of 
the recently appointed Loyalty Re- 


1 vlew Board. 


The department states that it is 
taking steps to insure that, in the 
future, its employes will have the 
right to appeal to the Loyalty Re- 
view Board. However, review by 
the 20-man board is bound to be 
slow and cumbersome, Delays will 
work hardships on individuals and 
will impede the whole process of 
Government. 

The heresy hunt has already had 
that effect. Government agencies 
seeking new employes for special- 
ized jobs find that getting them 
cleared is an interminable busi- 
ness, 


Bad Case of Jitters. 


One agency recently sought to 
employ a young economist. He had 
a good combat record in World 
War II, with several citations for 
bravery under fire. But the report 
from the Civil Service Commis- 
sion cast doubt on him because 
five years before the war, when 


he was just out of college, he was 
“in association” with the “Com- 
munist-dominated” American Civil 
Liberties Union, The American 
Mission to Greece also has been 
hampered in assembling a suit- 
able staff by the cumbersome se- 
curity machinery in the State De- 
partment, 

The whole thing can be put 
simply. We will not be able to do 
the job that is ours in the world 
today if we do not cure ourselves 
of the current case of jitters. 
Those who are exploiting it for 
political purposes are playing di- 
rectly into the hands of the Com- 


munists who would isolate Ameri- 


ca. It is long past time to apply 
plain common sense.

They can use 
the whole power of the French 
state against what is now an open 
conspiracy against it. 

They can do it with the support 
of large masses of the working 
class, and of the great mass of 
Frenchmen who cling to the re- 
publican tradition. They can save 
the Republic, which is in danger, 
and France from Communist dom- 
ination, whereas Gen. de Gaulle 
can only save France from Com- 
munism by undermining the Re- 


„ | public. 


The calculation seems to be the 
same one as in Germany before 
the rise of Hitlér — when they 


forget nothing and to learn noth- 
ing, is almost certainly—against 
the better judgment of men like 
Duclos, Thorez and Togliatti — 
making the same miscalculation. 

For there is no doubt that in 
France the beneficiary of these 
disorders, if they paralyze the 
Government, will be Gen. de 
Gaulle. 


Liberty Hangs in Balance. 

There can be no elections in 
France under the present consti- 
tution before May. Having broken 
violently with the Socialists and 
the various progressive parties, 
there is no chance whatever that 
the Communist party could be 
voted into power. 

There is also little doubt that if 
Gen. de Gaulle came into power 
under these extraordinary circum- 
stances, he would be carried along 
to measures which, while directed 
against the Communists, could not 
be limited to the Communists. His 
measures would spread far afield 
and strike in authoritarian fash- 
fon at the Republic, and at the 
traditiong of democracy and per- 


Fortunately, there is no longer 
any doubt as to where the United 
States Government stands. It 
stands with the constitutional par 
ties, whetever the composition of 
the government they agree upon, 
which entered into the commit- 


ments at the Paris conference that 
are the basis of the Marshal] plan. 

Any new political regime, which 
was no longer founded on indubi- 
table constitutional legitimacy, and 
was, therefore, not unmistakably 
bound by the Paris commitments.

The decision has been made 
here. The French people need no 
longer allow themselves to be mis- 
led by the Communist propaganda 
which cries out that the American 
Government, because of the ob- 
solescent Truman doctrine, is 
secretly supporting Gen, de Gaulle. 

Nor should the general 
be misled into thinking that the 
Marshall plan is a scheme for sub- 
sidizing the division of Europe 
and the polarization of all the 
European countries into irrecon- 
cilable factions. 

The Marshall plan reflects, not 
the opinion and ideologies of men 
but, the realities and necessities 
of Europe. It is a mighty engine

CHEVALIER 1 STL 
TOPS AS ENTERTANE 


Infectious, Humorous in De- 
lightful One-Man Song Show 
at the American. 


eee eee

Maurice Chevalier returned to 


St. Louis last night for the first 
time since 1932 when he was at 
the heighth of his fame as a movie 
star, and demonstrated to an 
audience at the American Theater 
that he is still one of the top en- 
tertainers of his time. And his 
time is very definitely right now, 
as well as in the 208 and 308. For 
an hour and a half, bolstered only 
by a pianist accompanist and 
some varied headgear and coats 
for props, M. Chevalier held the 
audience charmed with his infec- 
tious effervescence, his sly humor, 
the Gallic piquancy of his little 
anecdotes in song, his expressive 
pantomime. Altogether, it was 
one of the most delightful eve- 
nings one could spend in the the- 
ater. 

It was not a Chevalier relying 
on nostalgia of the fans of an- 
other day, though undoubtedly 
there were many in the audience. 
He made a concession to them by 
doing some of the songs from his 
movie hits, such as “You Brought 
a New Kind of Love to Me,” “The 
Love Parade,” Mimi“ and 
“Louise.” But that was really the 
minor part of the program. What 
made the affair were the song 
narratives mostly sung in French 
after Chevalier’s enchanting de- 
scriptions in his brand of Eng- 
lish. 

Here M. Chevalier showed the 
trade of the music hall entertainer 
synthesized into an art—for he is 
genuinely a fine artist. It is per- 
haps a more restrained Chevalier 
than we once knew—less smug- 
ging, less unfettered exuberance, 
a little less drive in the voice— 
but one mellowed and refined, 
with his 59 years resting grace- 
fully on him, one capable of 
touching lightly the springs of 
pathos the while making his lis- 
teners chortle. 

To one surfeited as I am with 
the carpentered gags of radio 
comedians, the Frenchman's type 
of humor is extremely refreshing. 
It has a lightly cynical gaiety, a 
naturalness, a bubbling joie de 
vivre and a seeming spontaneity 
that make it fall pleasurably on 
one’s ears—and eyes. For the fel- 
low is a master actor, and the 
facial expression, the gesture, 
blend and flow with the mono- 
logue and the lyric to make a 
harmonious delivery. He has never 
had, of course, much of a voice, 
but his phrasing, diction and ex- 
pressiveness make a finely tim- 
bered voice unnecessary for his 

ur e. 

: — never lagged. Che- 
valier was all sorts of types. He 
changed from the familiar straw- 
hatted figure giving worldly ad- 
vice to the young man of 20 to 
love while he might, to the zany 
frolicking of a Spanish burlesque, 
to the low comedy of “Weeping 
Wine“ —“ his mother was fright- 
ened by Niagara Falls’—to a 
capped workingman getting a vi- 
carious headiness sniffing the 
wine barrels of the Quai de Bercy 
market, to an old mandarin in a 
Chinese parody, to a top-hatted 
boulevardier, to a light-hearted old 
bum in rags, to a wry comment 
on the ravages of time wrought 
on the dainty ‘little beauty, Valen- 
tine. 

Because of the haste of the last 
minute booking,’ the audience 
wasn’t large. But we'll bet it 
grows as Chevalier continues on 
through Saturday night. For the 
man proves, certainly, that age 
hasn't withered his infinite vari- 
ety. Seeing him is an experience 
to be long remembered.

Asks Big Six to 
Lift Negro Ban 


LINCOLN, Nébr., Nov. 20 (AP) 
—The University of Nebraska Stu- 
dent Council yesterday recom- 
mended that unless what members 
interpreted as a racial discrimina- 
tion clause in Big Six athletic 
rules is deleted, Nebraska should 
quit the Big Six. 

Council President Harold Mozer 
said that by a vote, which was not 
unanimous, the council recom- 
mended that the “university ath- 
letic board direct its representa- 
tives to the Big Six meeting Dec. 
12 to 14 to aid in the initiation of 
action to delete the clause 
in Missouri Valley Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association (Big Six) 
rules which in effect bars Negroes 
from athletic competition. 

Mozer said the resolution says 
“if the action is not taken,” Ne- 
braska should quit the Big Six. 
Mozer yesterday announced he 
had asked student leaders of other 
Big Six schools and the Univer- 
sity of Colorado, which joins the 
conference Dec. 1, to meet here 
Nov. 29 and 30 to discuss “racial 
discrimination” in Big Six confer- 
ence athletics. Recommendations 
of that conference will be sent to 
Big Six faculty representatives at 
their December meeting, he said. 
The problem, he said, “centers 
around barring of Negroes from 
varsity athletics at Missouri and 
Oklahoma.” Other Big Six schools 
are Iowa State, Kansas and Kan- 
sas State.

He pointed out that the Amer- 


ican Medical Association in 1939 
had estimated that two-thirds of 
@ the population could not afford 
the cost of serious illness. 

The families whose earnings 
disappear with serious illness, he 
continued, will not remain con- 
tent, All over the world, he said, 
the masses are stirring for higher 
living standards, and improved 
medical care is a foundation for 
that better standard. The medical 
profession must steer that surg- 
ing tide into channels of improve- 
ment, he went on; otherwise the 
surge overspills into a revolution- 
ary flood, which “washes away 
more than it brings.” 

A Plea for Progress. 

He said society usually divides 
into three broad groups: the left 
end, embracing those “who burn 
with a passion to change every- 
thing as quickly as they can if 

not quicker;” the right end, en- 
compassing those who wan things 
to stay as they are; and finally, 
the middle group, which believes 
in intelligent progress. He placed 
himself in the middle area. 

“The middlers—sometimes both 
left and right call us ‘muddlers’— 
seek to come to terms with time, 
preserving the best of the past, 
discarding the outworn, and mov- 
ing on to a better future,“ said 
Baruch. 

Organized medicine, he declared, 
must lead a new adventure in 
health for all. He urged a com- 
prehensive program of “more and 
better doctors;” an immediate sur- 
vey to modernize medical educa- 
tion; more hospitals evenly spread 
through the nation; fewer special- 
ists and more general practi- 
tioners; increased medical re- 
search; greatly expanded physical 
and — rehabilitation; a vigor 
ous preventive medical program; 
creation of a non-political watch- 
dog committee to safeguard prog- 
ress in medical care for veterans; 
increased numbers of nurses and 
technicians, and a “stabilized 
economy,” essential for the suc- 
cess of any overall health pro- 
gram.

NO SIGNS OF LABOR 
LAYOFF, SAYS REPORT 


Statistician Finds Unemploy- 
ment Is at Lowest Level 
Since War. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 
—Unemployment is at the lowest 
level since the war and no indus- 
tries are showing signs of laying 
off employes, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said yesterday. 

Commissioner Ewan Clague told 
a press conference that employ- 
ment in no-agricultural lines hit 
a record peak of 43,250,000 in Oc- | 
tober, a gain of more than 200,000 
over the previous month. 

The total wor kforce, including 
self-employed and agricultural 
workers, was 60,900,000 in October, 
Clague said. He explained this 
meant there were 59,200,000 civil- 
lan jobs, because unemployment 
compensation claims showed 1,700,- 
000 person were unemployed. 

In this unemployed figure, 
Clague said, there is a growing 
percentage of over-age workers 
who might not return to the work 
force, 1 

The chief labor statistician said 
that if trends of previous years 
prevail, the non-agricultural em- 
ployment figure will increase to a 
peak in December, with the heavy 
Christmas business, 

Employment in all industries 
was at peak levels, Clague said. 
Uniess workers are employed 
longer hours or increase the in- 
dex of productivity in some other 
way, the force is turning 
out about the maximum possible 
production right now, Clague said 

Clague reported that in October

‘SEEING PENCIL’ MAY 
HELP BLIND READ 
PRINTED PAGES 


Electronic Device Picks Up 
Light Impulses, Sends 
Them to Hearing Aid. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov, 20 
(AP)—A “seeing pencil” may en- 
able blind persons to read or- 
dinary printed pages. 

Delegates to a national confer- 
ence on psychological disagnosis 
and counseling of the adult bind 
were told yesterday by a Univer- 
sity of Michigan psychologist that 
the “electronic pencil” may some 
day be in use among blind readers 
who heretofore have used the 
Braille system. 

The pencil, explained W. W. 
Morris, utilizes the photo-electric 
cell principle and “reads” printed 


pulses as it moves along a line ot

These impulses are carried to an 
attached audio frequency oscilla- 
tor, which converts them into 


sound impulses and in turn magni- 
fies them and sends them to a 
standard hearing device worn by 
the blind reader. ;

UNRRA TO LET NATIONALISTS 
HAVE CHINESE REDS’ SUPPLIES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
UNRRA has announced a “real- 
istic” decision to permit distribu- 
tion in nationalist areas of China 
of some 50,000 tons of long*im- 
pounded supplies which originally 
were earmarked for Communist- 
held areas.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—Presi- 
dent Truman’s cabinet, which in- 
dorsed the Marshall plan and was 
reasonably united on the original, 
comparatively mild suggestions for 
allocations, priorities, etc., split on 
price-wage controls and rationing. 

The discussions about these con- 
troversial recommendations be- 
came extremely heated before the 
President put an end to them by 
his decision to put them before 
Congress arid let the chips fall. 

Secretary of State Marshall 
bowed out early in the debate. He 
said he was prepared to accept 
whatever it took to make the plan 
a success but that he didn't feel 
qualified to make economic rec- 
ommendations, (This was also his 
attitude when Truman polled the 
cabinet on the Taft-Hartley bill— 
he said he was ignorant of the 
problem.) 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der, who usually best mirrors the 
President's thoughts, maintained 
a conciliatory, open-minded atti- 
tude, finally veering to the con- 
trols with the President. This was 
a tip-off to the others. The second 
ranking cabinet officer knows Tru- 
man better than anyone’ else, un- 
derstands how his mind works.

Men Have 
Life Change, 


Says Doctor 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HE familiar instrument which 

the doctor uses to listen to the 

heart is called a stethoscope, 
It is said that the principle upon 
which this is based was discov- 
ered by two boys who first noted 
that a hollow log made a good 
speaking tube. However, it re 
mained for a distinguished French 
physician named Laennec to ap- 


ply the idea to the examination of. 


the heart. Laennec used a single, 
hollow, one-eared tube, which 
gradually gave way to the present 
instrument. The principle of the 
instrument is that external noises 
are eliminated to a great extent, 
and the sound waves resulting 
from the heart action are directed 
through the column of air in the 
tube, These two factors bring the 
heart sounds to the doctor’s ears 
much plainer. 

Question: “Do men go through 
‘change of life’ as women do? 
If so, at what ? Is there a 
treatment for it?” 

MIDDLE-AGER. 

Answer: Men very frequently 
experience symptoms due to the 
“change of life“ just as women 
do. This usually occurs between 
50-60 years of age, which is some- 
what older than when most wom- 
en experience it. 

Sometimes the change is so 
slight that no symptoms are pro- 
duced, but occasionally a chain of 
symptoms are noted, such as hot 
flashes, sweats, fatigue, irritability 
and frequent periods of depres- 
sion, 

Treatment with the male sex 
hormone (chemical manufactured 
by the male sex gland) is often 
very effective. There are various 
ways of administering this hor- 
mone. It may be injected beneath 
the skin, taken in pill form @& 
mouth, dissolved in a special type 
of tablet beneath the tongue, or a 
special preparation may be rubbed 
into the skin (so-called inuaction 
method), from which the hormone 
is absorbed by the blood stream. 

This form of treatment is known 
as substitution or replacement 
therapy. This means simply that 
the hormone is given to replace 
that which is insufficiently manu- 
factured by the body.

New Utensils Improve 
Distribution of Heat 


N this day of quicker electric 
heat and more powerful gas 
burners in the modern ranges, 
you'll be particularly interested in 
the growing trend of manufactur- 
ing cooking utensils so that they 
have a better distribution of heat. 
This trend really started before 
the war with the introduction of a 
new style of stainless steel utensils 
with bottoms that were several 
times thicker than the sides and 
also were plated with copper, not- 
ed for quick, even heat distribu- 
tion. 4 
After the war one well known 
line of fine stainless steel utensils 
introduced the new type of stain- 
less steel that has a special metal 
core which aids in the conductiv- 
ity of heat—speeding it up and 
spreading it more evenly. Since 
then, this same idea is appearing 
in several stainless steel lines. 
Nearly all the better grade lines 
—regardiess of whether they are 
porcelain enamel or aluminum— 
have adopted the idea of making 
utensils with bottoms much thick- 
er than the sides. Too, all better 
grade utensils have been restyled 
so that bottoms are wide and fiat, 
thus literally hugging the burner. 
This gives quicker and more even 
heat, regardless of what kind it is. 
Another interesting development 
in better heat distribution which 
you will meet next year is stain- 
less steel utensils that have a core 
of copper. The idea here is to 
make use of the easy care of stain- 
less steel, plus the good conductivi- 
ty of copper.

WHAT'S THE ORIGIN? 

T. LOUIS: .Can you tell us in 
plain American just what is 
meant by a “supersonic” air- 
3 ? No scientific lingo, please. 


Answer: Let's begin with the 
‘simple adjective sonic, “of or per- 
taining to sound waves, or the 
speed of sound.” It’s pronounced 
to rhyme with tonic. 

The speed of sound varies ac- 
cording to altitude, temperature,

wind velocity, etc. But, for the 
sake of simplicity, let us that 
sonic speed is between 780 
miles an hour. 

Now, then. A plane that travels 
through the air at less than the 
speed of sound is a subsonic plane

Pronounce it sub-SONN-ik. 

A plane that could travel faster 
than the speed of sound would be 


ing “over, above,” 
SOO-per-SONN-ik. 
Now let us say that we have 
perfected such a plane. It takes 
off at subsonic speed, rapidly 
gathers momentum until it is 


pronounced 


traveling at the speed of sound. 
At that moment, its speed LAA 
transsonic, “at or near the eel 
of sound.” 

If the plane can successfully | 
weather the fierce and mysterious 
turbulence which it meets at 
transsonic speed, and can con- 
tinue to gather momentum, it 
will soon be speeding safely at 
~.| supersonic speed which, theoreti- 
cally, has no limit short of the 
speed of light—186,000 miles a 
second.
